Transfufing defign ; and intimated to the Curious, that how long foever 
that Experiment may have been conceived m other parts (which is m^d- 
lefs to conteft) it is notorious, thatit hadits^/riAfirft ofallin England % 
fome Ingenious pcrfons of the Royal Socieij having firft ftarted it"^ thcre^ 
fevenll years ago^ (as appears by their ^eurnd) and that dextrous Ana- 
tomift> IX Lower J reduced li into praftice y both by contriving a method 
for the Operation^ and by fuccc{sfully executing the fame :' wherein he 
was foon overtaken by fevcral happy Trials of the skilful hand of D. Ed^ 
mmd King^ and others^ encouraged thereunto by die faid Socitiy ; which 
being notified to the world Numb^ 19. and 20- ofthefc Trsnfaificns^ Print- 
Novem. ip. and Decemb. 17.1 666 % the EKperimenc was^ foon after that 
time, heardof toharve been tried in forein parts, without hearing any 
thing then of its having been conceived ten je^rs dgo. 

An account of fome Expcnr;;cn!s ofinjcding Liquors into the Feins of Ani- 
mals^ lately made in Italy by Signior Fracaffati Frofeffor of JnMtomy al 
Pifa. 

1 . Having infufed into the Jugular and C/t^ral Vein of a Dog fome J^um 
fort is diluted, the Animal died prcfencly j and being openedj all the blond 
in the Vcffcis was fijced, but that in the guts not fo well It was alf^ ob- 
ferved, that the great veffcls were bur ft , perhaps by an effort of Nature % 
even as in the greateft part of thofe tliat die of an Jpoplexy, the vcl!ds of 
the Lungs arc found broken. Upon which Experiment the Author maketh 
thcfe llcfledions : FirfiyThat an apoplexy being often caufed by a like 
Coagulation of the bloud (as hath been obferved by the openings made of 
fundry perfons, whodied of that diftempcr) it might be cured by atime- 
Jy infufing fome D't^olvent into the veins, SeccnMy~ That it i% likely^ 
that that ufeful fccret,by which Monfieur de Bills differed Animals with- 
out any eCfufion of bloud, confifts in fome fuch Infufion- 

2, There was afterwards infufed into another Dog fome Spirit of Fi^ 
triol^ which had not fo prefent ancffedt^^ for the Animal complained a 
great whib, and foam'd Ike Epihp licks ^ and had Its refpiracion very 
thick 5 and obferving the beating of his breaft> one might eafily judge, 
the Dog fuffered much : who dying at laft, his bloud was found fixed 
in theveins, and gfumous,refembling foot. 

y Then there was injedcd into a Dog fome Ojl of Sulphur -i But he 
died not of it, though this Infiifion was feveral times tried u^^o him. And 
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tlic wound being clofed, and the Dog let go^ lie went into all tlic cornets 
ofcheRoom fcarching for meat, and having found fomc bones, he. fell 
a gnawing of them, with a ftrange avidity, as if this Liquor had caufed 
m him a great appetite. 

4. Another Dog,^into whofe veins fome Ojhf Tartar was injected, 
did net efcape fo well : For he complained much, and was altogether 
fwobj and then died. Being opened^thc Spcdators were furprifed to find 
his bloud not curdled, but on the contrary more thin and florid than or 
dinary j which fcems to hint, that a too great fluidity of the bloud, as 
well as its Coagulation, may caufe death. 

An jiccmmof feme J)ifc^viries.c(>mernhg /k Brain, aod the Tongue, 
made hj Signhr Malpighi, Prof^pr cfHjJick in Sicily. 

I. He pretends to have difcovered, that the Exterior and foftcr part of 
the Brahty dodi not co't^tr only the C§rfm calhfum^ as hath been believed 
hitherto, but is alfo inserted mo it in many places. He hach aKoobfervcd, 
That the C9rfm cdkfum h nothing but a ContCKture of fm\Ilf/^r^x, 
ifluing from the MeidU SftndiSy and terminating m the faid EKtcrior 
part of the Brain. And thefe Fibra^ he faith, are fo manifeft in the Fen- 
tricks of Fifbes brains, that when they are looked through they reprefcnt 
the figure of an Ivory Comb. 

2.TheW/f, which he afcribes to the Brain, is much different, he faith, 
from what hath been aillgned to it hithertp. He pretends, that as half, or 
at leaft, a third of the bloud of an Animal is conveighed into the Brain, 
where yet it cannot be confumed, the fineft Serum ohhls bloud is filtrated 
through the exteriour part, and then entring into the Fibres of the brain, 
is thence convcip^ied into thc^Ner/t/es : which he affirms to be the reafon, 
that the Head is fo often found full of watery when the Brain hath received 
a wound, or an alteration by fome difl:cmper. 

5. He hath taken a particular care of examining the Optiqm Nerve in 
divers Animals, it being one of the moft admirable produdions in the 
Brain. Having tlicrefdre among other Fifbes dilfeiSled the headofaX/- 
phiasor Sw0rd flh, who hath a very big eye, he hath not obferved any 
confiderable cavity in the Opique Nerve, nor any Nerv&m Fihref .5 but 
found, that the middle of this Nerve is nothing elfe,buc a large Membrane 
folded according to its length in many doubles almoft. like a J^i^.and invc- 
fted by the J)»rd Mater^EuJiachh a famons Anatomift,had written fome- 
thing of this before, butobfcurely, and v^ithout mentioning the Animal, 
wherein he had made this obfervatioo . C c c a 4. The
